Modern Methods Are Different 


Methods of modern fire fighting are 
wite different. In sparsely settled sec 

ions, the old hand engine is even yet 
honored by use, and the bucket brigade 
m not an unknown quantity. But city 
fires cannot wait upon such slow and 
eomparatively feeble methods; too 
much is at stake in life and property. 
Pire has lost none of its power to ex- 
‘ite the nerves, nor any of its qualities 
for promoting activities of man—it does 
whose things along different lines, that’s 
all. 


A fire starts in the city and cuts loose 
‘energies and forces that are swift,, sud 
“den, sure; some of them are subtle, as 
well. If the fire breaks out in the day- 
time, it is likely to be discovered be- 
fore it has got very far on its road to 
destruction. It may be that the person 
who finds the fire will send out the old 
ery, but if he does it is to warn those 
who are near at hand; if he wishes to 
eall the fire department, he rings in an 
alarm from the nearest box—a simple 
thing and a speedy way to call help for 
putting out the fire. With the light- 
ming speed of electrical impulse, the 
message flies to the fire stations and 
warns the department; speeds along 
ether wires and tells other departments 
ef public service that a call is made up- 
en them, at once or contingent upon de- 
velopmert; rin other bells and in 
forms the whole city that there is a 
fre in such a section, near such a box 
ef the fire alarm system—the citizen 
i» warned or put at ease, as the case 
way be.

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Some old prerogatives as well 
a4 8 great résponsibility have de- 
sconded upon King George, and 
will, in tarn, be passed down to 
his atiocessor in that, we hope, far 
distant day when his course as 
king is run, says the Mail and Em- 
pire. For instance, the king has 
the sole right to print the Bible, 
the Book of Common Prayer and 
all aote of parliament in the Uni- 
ted Kingdom. If ‘he so desired 
he could forbid the printing of any 
or all of them throughout the em- 
pire. More ourious still is the 
custom which acknowledges that 
all whales and sturgeon cast upon 
the coast of England are property 
of the king. The queen is sup- 
posed to have an equity in the 
whale, the tail going to her, per- 
haps in deference to her supposed 
need of whalebone. As it hap- 
pens, though, the whalebone is 
not obtained from the whale’s tail. 

Owns a Whole Lot. 

The king is sole owner of the 
beds of all tidal rivers in Great 
Britain. Ae is also proprietor of 
all that part of the shore surroun- 
ding the British coasts which lie 
between low and high water mark. 
Any newly discovered land by a 
British subject belongs to the 
king, and should an island arise 
suddenly in the seas within the 
three-mile radius of the coasts of 
Britain its owner would be the 
king. Theoretically, of course, 
the king is the real owner of every 
square inch of British soil, and 
the taxes the other owners pay 
are merely rent. Thus the king 
is exempt from taxation, because 
since the taxes are his, it would be 
absurd for him to tax himself. So, 
too, he is exempt from all tolls, 
and this prerogative gave rise to 
an amusing incident in the reign 
of George III. His majesty was 
hunting one day on Hounslow 
heath, and was in hot pursuit of a 
stag. It swam across the river, 
and the hunters made for the 
bridge. Unaware that the king 
was with them, the toll-keeper let 
down the'gates, but raised them 
immediately on the cry “The King, 
the King!” being raised- by the 
courtiers.  ) 

When the vanguard had passed 
through, the keeper lowered the 
gates again, supposing the king to 
have gone on. It happened, how- 
ever, that King George was in the 
second party. In vain his cour- 
tiers shouted at the gate-keeper. 
“I've lef King George through, 
God bless him,” he stoutly de- 
olared, “and I know no other king 
in England. If you have brought 
out the King of France, hang me 
if I let him through without the 
blunt.” In great wrath the royal 
party had to wait until the toll 
fees were paid, the stag in the 
meantime escaping. A somewhat 
similar story is told of King Kd- 
ward, who, as Prince of Wales, 
while fox hunting, was once halted 
by an indignant farmer with 
pitchfork. The horror of the far- 
mer when he learned the identity 
of bis victim was only equalled by 
the amusement of Hdward. 

Another royal prerogative is 
that of pardoning criminals. 
King George could tomorrow or- 
der all the prisons of the empire 
to open, for the theory that 
every crime is committed against 
the king’s peace. He oould not, 
however, interfere ina civil case 
where the issue is between pri-

spects the king's power is, by 
ancient custom, atrictly limited. 


For example, he cannot appear in 
parliament save when he yoes in 
state to the house of lords to exer 
cise his preroyative of opening o1 
proroguing parliament, and yiving 
hie assent to bills.

Mention must be made also of a 
royal prerogative—that of deolar- 
ing war. It is doubtful if there 
is another European sovereign 
who could by his own act declare 
war with a foreign power, Not 
long ago some burrower into the 
constitution called attention to 
this right of the king of England 
and sounded an alarm. Whereat 
his readers smiled, better aware 
than their instructor, where, with- 
in the British dominions, lies real 
power on which is founded both 
kingship and the law—the will of 
the people themselves.

Niagara Falls.—Oscar Houdin,

stop. He was still 600 feet from 
his goal, and the rushing, surfing 
waters of the Niagara river were 
250 feet below. Awe-stricken the 
crowds lookedon while the man 
struggled to retain his hold on the 
small pulley, from which he was 
suspended. He grasped the cable 
with his hands, and then crossed

The circus train, composed of 
fifteen oars of the Frank A  Rob- 
bins’ show, was wrecked one mile 
from Edensburg, Pa., on Friday. 
Two lions, an elephant, one leopard, 
one hyena, one jaguar, and an 
ibex are said to be at large as 4 re- 
sult of the derailment. Six em- 
ployes were injured. The most 
injured were removed to the hos- 
pital in’ Altoona. At the sdene of 
thé wiéck ‘& low bridge-spane a 
deep gully. As the circus train 
passed over the bridge three of 
the wagons which contained the 
animals struck the low-hanging 
girders and were overturned. The 
cars carrying the wagon cages were 
derailed and throwf over the em- 
bankment leading to the bridge. 
In the darkness of the early mor- 
ning the confusion following the 
derailment of the menagerie was 
terrifying. The howls of the wild 
avimals which fled in every direo- 
tion, mingled with the cries of 
the injured men, pjnned under 
the wreckage. At the time of the 
accident the train was making bet- 
ter than twenty miles an hour on 
a down grade. The engineer 
stated that he threw on his emer- 
gency brakes when he felt the 
first shock of the cars against the 
bridge girders. His aotion prob- 
ably saved many lives. The en- 
tire country for miles around is iu 
a state of terror.

MaoKengie, president of the Can- 
adian Northern Railway, arrived 
in the city from the south over 
the O. P. BR, oa Saturday after. 
_noon at 8180 o'clock, and left for 
Winnipeg by special train over his 
own line 5:40.. Mr. Mackenzie is 
réturning to Toronto after a trip 
to the coast, where he made the 
financial arrangements in conneo- 
tion with the purchase by Mac. 
Kenzie & Mann of the , Dunsmuir 
coal interest in B. ©. for $10,000,- 
000. During the short time he 
was in Edmonton he was in con- 
. ference with Premier Sifton for an 
hour. 

Interviewed by the Bulletin he 
confirmed the telegraphic  an- 
nouncement of the letting of the 
contract of the first section of the 
main line of the railway from Ed- 
monton to the Pembina river, a 
distance of seventy miles. This 
contract was awarded to MacMil- 
lan Brothers. It calls for the com- 
pletion of the work by fall, and it 
is expected that rails will be laid 
the entire distance to the Pembina 
before the snow flies next winter. 

Mr. MacKenzie stated that the 
C.N.R. line from Stettler to the 
Brazeau coal fields where the com. 
pany Kas 20,000 acres of coal land 
will be commenced today, from 
Stettler, the final survey being 
started and grading following im- 
mediately. The line is to run 
through Lacombe. 

The O. N. R. president was not 
in the humor to discuss the action 
of the OC. P. R. in taking injunc- 
tion proceedings against his rail- 
way in connection with the line 
from Vegreville to Calgary, tieing 
up the work south of Stettler. 

Mr. MacKenzie would not state 
what work would be done on the 
line to the Peace River thie year. 
He said that the inability of the 
company to secure the approval of 
their plans until last week had re- 
tarded tbe work very greatly.

‘The consequence is that 
the pride of eggs has gotie up very 
materially; Yet strange to say, 
there seems to be very few going 
in for this most profitable branch 
of mixed farming. In Weatern 
Oanada itis very seldom that eggs 
go'down to twenty cents a dozen, 
while sixty cents is quite a com- 
mon price. Atan average price 
of thirty \or thirty-five oents a 
dozen, there is good money in 
keeping a stook of hens. 

If every farmer in Western 

Yanada would keep enough hens 
to eat his oull wheat and clean up 
his harvest fields,of shelled grain 
and grasshoppers, he would find 
his average return per acre very 
much increased. The outlay is 
very small when compared with 
the return. 

Denmark, with an area one-fifth 
of that of Manitoba, with a popu- 
lation of two and a half millidh 
people to support, last year expor- 
ted four million dollars’ worth of 
eggs to Great Britain. There is 
no good reason why, with the im- 
proved methods of packing and 
transporting, that Oanadians 
should not get a large share of this 
trade, as well as supply the home 
trade.

Ho little is known, even in Eng- 
land, of the opinions, sentiments 
ihental and moral traits of King 
George that every sign or move he 
takes is eagerly and closely in- 
terpreted. 

His publio utteranoes have been 
marked by excellent taste, deep 
filial sentiment and a sense of 
great responsibilty. His order to 
limit the period of general mourn- 
ing and reopen the theatres and 
amusement places showed breadth 
of mind, dislike of empty form 
and a desire to prevent bnsiness 
depression and artificial gloom. 
His frankness in objecting to the 
anti-Catholic references in the 
“declaration” be has to make to 
parliament shows independence 
and sympathy with the tolerant 
spirit of the age. Legislation re- 
vising the declaration to avoid 
offence to any of king’s loyal sub- 
jects has been advocated before, 
and with prospects of success, but 
now it is likely to be put through 
without much opposition. 

What of politics? Is King 
George a Tory, as some radicals 
fear, and*will be stand with the 
reactionary peers? There is noth- 
ing definite before the world 
whereon to found an answer to thia 
vital questioh but it must be ad- 
mitted that the Conservative or- 
gans have gained considerable 
confidence while the Liberal ones 
seem apprehensive and admit that 
a truce, with postponement of the 
whole issue of the lords vse. the 
commons, will be imposed by the 
logio of the situation. Still, a 
truce and delay would not neoes- 
sarily argue toryism in the king. 
It might point toa natural desire 
to obtain time fora study of the 
problem and the exerting of per- 
sonal influence in favor of mutual 
concessions by the combatants. 

The good common sense of the 
King is the one remaining prop 
of the monarchial system.

According to another fable, 
which was reiterated with equal per- 
sistency, and which has given this 
much maligned bird its popular name, 
it passed its early life in the form of 
a citriped mollusk, the goose mussel or 
duck barnacle (Lepas anatifera), which 
clings in vast numbers to the bottoms 
of ships and greatly diminishes their 
speed. 


WEIGHING THE EARTH 


9, egeberSrwctha the Earth’’ was the 
subject of a paper read by Prof. 
Poynting to the members of the 
Midland Seientifie Society at Birming- 
ham, Eng. At the outset the professor 
remarked that in a strict sehse the earth 
had no weight at all, becauso the weight 
was reallv the pull of the earth itself 
on any other body. And as the earth 
was pulling on all parts of itself equally 
in al) directions, the net result was, of 
course, no pull at all. Yet they could 
Hangine an experiment by which the 
earth might be weighed. If they had 
a large pair of scales fixed at some point 
cf the earth’s surface, and if they could 
only imagine to bring up the earth bit 
by bit, cubie foot by cubic foot, 
weigh it, and then return it to its place

The bunyip rests ap- 
parently on the authority of Buckley, 
the convict who escaped from Port Phil- 
lip, a century ago, lived long as a sav- 
age piace primitive Australian blacks, 
and doubtless was the antitype of the 
ingenious M. de Rougemont, as Selkirk 
was of Ctusoe. Still, huge marsupials 
of the bunyip type may very well have 
existed in lagoons in Central Australia 
to times quite within the memory of per- 
sons still living. Sutherlandshire Celts 
have told Mr. Andrew Lang that in win- 
ter nights the beathach, a creature of 
immeasurable’ length, has been heard 
breaking up the ice in the lochs. Per- 
haps this creature is a dim reminiscence 
of the Pittsburg diplodocus, the skele- 
ton of which is well known to us in the 
British Museum of Natural History. The

Abortion in Horses. 


There has been complaint in 
certain quarters because’ of abor- 
tion in mares. Below is a brief 
description of the disease, its 
causes and preventative, as given 
by Dr. H. G. Reed, Georgetown, 
Ont. 

There Is No Remedy. 

It will be observed that Mr. 
Reed mentions the stallion as the 
principal agent through which the 
disease may be spread. 

{f one mare in a herd has abor- 
ted, the owner sbould then get 
busy. Isolation and disinfectants 
are the agents upon which he 
should rely. Lime for the stable 
floors and creolin and carbolic acid 
for disinfecting the mare are rec- 
ommended 

Certain practices very common 
throughout the country should be 
discontinued. 

1. Carrying bay behind a mare 
that has aborted and feeding it to 
other mares. 

2. Throwing bedding from the 
stall of an aborting mare on a pile 
to which other mares have access

is usually enlatged, the lining 
membrane of the vagina reddened 
with aw offensive discharge from 
the vulva.whioh often persists for 
a considerable time after abortion 
has oocurted. In many oases the 
labor pains will be very severe and 
violent, mubh more so than woald 
likely be the case in a full term 
delivery.» 


Treatment. 

If the act of abortion has begun 
no treatment can stop it, conse- 
quently we have to turn our atten. 
tion to preventative measures. 
The foetus (which is usually born 
dead) and the after-birth and all 
discharges from the vagina should 
be carefully gathered and burned 
or buried. The surroundings 
such as walle, floor and mangers 
should be thoroughly washed with 
hot water and when disinfected by 
the application of a watery solu- 
tion of bichloride mercury at the 
strength of 1 to 1,000 or a 2 per 
cent solution of carbolio acid. 
The hind quarters and external 
genitals and around root of tail 
should be washed daily with either 
of the above preparations. and also 
the uterus should be flushed out 
daily with a lukewarm 4 per cent 
watery solution of creolin and this 
should be done till all discharge 
from the vagina had ceased. The 
mare should not be bred again un- 
til’six weeks from her full term 
date had passed and not then un- 
less all discharge from genitals 
has,ceased. When abortion takes 
place at pasture, no pregnant 
mares should be allowed to graze 
on it for at least three months. 
The greatest care should be taken 
by the attendant on a (diseased 
mare to keep some special suit for 
such work and to remove it and 
wash his hands befor) going 
around healthy mares. 

In the case of stallions having 
served a disease-suspected mare, 
the penis and sheath should be 
washed with a balf per cent watery 
solution of creolin and as'the stal- 
lion is by far the most likely agent 
to distribute the disease, owner of 
such horses cannot be too careful 
in the matter. It is a good and 
safe practice for all grooms to fol- 
low after every service and if it 
were more generally observed it 
would tend strongly to limit the 
ravages not only of abortion, but 
other gential diseases.

ity, the Canadian’ Pacific Railway 
company fs doing all in ite power 
to hinder the Canadian Northern 
from gettting into Oalgary with 
its branch line and has secured a 
temporary injunction from Mr. 
Justioe Stuart forcing the 0. N. R. 
to suspend all construction work 
on the line south of Stettler. The 
injunction expires on June 24, 
but it is the intention of the OU, P. 
R. to apply for a permanent in- 
junction which will hold good un- 
til the case is settled in court. 

The firms under contract with 
the ©. N. R. had over 800 teams 
and nearly twice as many men at 
work south of Stettler until the 
injunction was served, but work is 
entirely suspended now, ‘and if 
the C. P. R. is persistent there is 
little possibility of the road reach- 
ing Calgary this year. 

Much of the land through which 
the C. N. R. will hdve to run south 
of Stettler is owned or controlled 
by the O.P.R., and on the grounds 
that the O. N. R. right-of-way bas 
not yet been approyed by the rail- 
way commission, according to the 
requirements of the law, the rival 
company has obtained an injuno- 
tion to prevent construction work 
through its property. until the 
technicalities have been complied 
with. , 

The situation is that the 0. N. 
R. has fyled the plans-of its right- 
of.way with the railway commis- 
sioners, and in order to get the 
line into Calgary at the earliest 
possible date, was proceeding with 
the construction without the plan 
being approved.

The U. P. R. is also putting up 
a strenuous opposition to the C. 
N. R. securing a_ right-of-way 
through irrigated land sold to in- 
dividual property owners, but 
over which the railway company 
has a certain amount of control 
through its irrigation leases.

was very generally taught to amble or 
run, that gait being the easier to the 
rider on a long journey. From very 
early times the eastern counties have 
been famed for the hackneys bred there. 
Four hundred years ago Dame Margaret 
Paston wrote to her husband: ‘‘ There 
be three trotters brought for you af St. 
Faith's fair, right fair horses—God save 
them—and they be well keeped’’ (con- 
'ditioned). It is thought that Norfolk. 
Suffolk and Yorkshire owe something of 
the merit of their trotting horses to 
early jmportations of Norwegian stock 
iby the Danes.
